captured or missing - in - action 
status, the sole surviving son of 
such fainily who is serving™in 
the Armed Forces, upon his 
own request, or upon the re-| 
quest of one of his parents, will 
not be assigned to duties nor- 
mally involving actual combat 
with the enemy. 

But the individual concerned 
may waive such a right, if he 
so wishes, notwithstanding a 
parent's request. 

The Armed Forces are carry- 
ing out this policy by immedi 
ately reassigning all such per- 
sonnel for whom. such applica- 
tion is made. 

Parents whose sons fall with- 
in this category should not be 
disturbed if their son is over- 
seas, inasmuch as the policy 
does not imply that such sole 
survivor may not be assigned to 
overseas commands—but rather 
that they will not be assigned 
to actual combat.
